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NILES CHARGES 
LIBRARY ARTICLES 


WERE SIDETRACKED 


Selectman Paul Niles, yesterday 
afternoon publicly charged that 
Articles, intended for the Annual 
Town Meeting, for a new public 
brary, had been seemingly de- 
lberately withheld from that Town 
Meeting. 

The statement was issued after 
an exchange in the Selectmen’s 
meeting Monday night, 

The Town Crier, on February 
9th reported that as of the week 
previous in a Library Board meet- 
ng that Mrs Norton of the Board 
of Library Trustees reported that 
‘she had talked with the Town Coun- 
sel about three articles for the 
annual Town Meeting, but she did 
not know if they had been com- 
pleted, 

The statement by Mr Niles fol- 
lows; 


Last Monday evening at the Sel- 
ectmens meeting I was refused the 
right to speak publicly on matters 
affecting a new library. A major- 
ity of the present Board of Select- 
men would not discuss serious is- 
sues about this project. 

The temporary Town Manager, 
Mr. Melzar, has not reappointed 
one of the Library Trustees whose 
term expired this month. This for- 
mer member asked me as a Sel- 
ectman to find out what the ‘new’ 
plans and ‘new’ approaches were 
that supposedly were the reasons 
for his not being reappointed, 

The other members Of the Board 
of Selectmen as well as the temp- 
orary Town Manager refused tocon 
sider these questions. The temp- 
orary Town Manager did state that 
the person had been an ‘off horse’ 
who is always out by himselfinthe 
minority, This apparently is a 
term used by those familiar with 
the horse and buggy days to indi- 
cate a person who has a mind of 
his own. Mr, Melzar’s statement 

_ that this person was in the minor- 
ity 1s not correct, 

The facts are that late last fall, 
with four of the six members ofthe 
Library Trustees present, it was 
voted three to one that a parti-~ 


cular site be tentatively selected

for a new library. The site was 
one that had been recommended by 
a professional consultant to the 
Planning Board and was also ap- 
proved by them. The School Com- 
mittee had been consulted since it 
is next to an elementary school 
and had given their permission to 
explore the feasibility of erecting 
a new library on this site. 

In mid-January three proposed 
articles fo. the Annual Town Meet- 
ing were given by the Library 
Trustees to Mr. Altman, Town 
Counsel, for perparation, These 
articles dealth with the proposed 
new location, 

Thereafter it appears that 
‘someone’ possibly the temporary 
Town Manager, informed Mr Alt- 
man that no library articles would 
be considered at the Annual Town 
Meeting, The Library Trustees 
did not know of this action. They 
discovered too late to have their 
articles included on the warrant 
for the Annual Town Meeting. 

New appointments tothe Library 
Trustees are being made by the 
temporary Town Manager. It ap- 
pears possible that the three to one 
vote of last fall for an approved 
site will change so that the minor- 
ity of one will now become a ma- 
jority. It seems very strange 
that Mr, Melzar would describe 
one of the majority of three as 
an ‘off hourse’ and in the minor- 
ity. The efforts of the individual 
who was not reappointed were in- 
strumental in moving the library 
program forward again after it 
had failed twice at Special Town 
Meetings, 

The appointment of competent 
new people in our Town to com~ 
mittees must be encouraged. New 
ideas and methods to improve our 
community can be discovered and 
used in this way. Citizen parti- 
cipation in our form of Govern- 
ment is very necessary if we are 
to succeed, 

Turning of minority of one on a 
committee into a majority by na- 
ming new appointments will des- 
troy any interest in particpating 
in community affairs.

The Planning aan 
Pl Board signed the 
final plans for the 188 acre Wil- 
mington Industrial Park, off Con- 
cord Street, being developed by 
The first 
Preliminary plans had been sub- 
mitted on June 13, 1966. 

The road into the Industrial Park 
is to be known as Fordham Road. 


Wildwood Estates

The Planning Board spent an 
hour and a half discussing the im- 
Plications of the Thursday (today) 
meeting of the Massachusetts Area 
Planning Council with Madelyn Mc- 
Kie, Mrs McKie had discussed 
the meeting the night previously 
with the Board of Selectmen. 

She had with her four volumes,

which she was supposed to read in 
four days, and be ready for the dis- 
cussion, She confessed that so far 
She had only had time to read two 
of them. 

The reports in the four volumes 
recommended that: 

A. A sustem of incinerators, 
sanitary landfills, and the intro- 
duction of special facilities on a 
regional metropolitan basis, isthe 
type of system which will bring 
about the construction and opera- 
tion of the appropriate facilities 
for disposal of solid wastes, at the 
least cost to all communities in- 
volved, 

B, A system of nine large re- 
gional incinerators and eight or 
more sanitary landfill operations 
are required. Some of these facil- 
ities are needed now. 

C. The Metroplitan District 
Commission should be the agency 
tobe authorized anddirected tode- 
sign, construct, operate and ad- 
minister over the regional waste 
disposal system. 

D. A Metropolitan District Com- 


mission Solid Waste Disposal Ad- 
visory Board, composed of the 
chief executive officers of theme- 
tropolitan communities, should be 
establishea to approve the solid 
waste disposal development pro- 
gram (including the expenditure of 
funds) before any construction or 
expenditures are initiated, 

E. The system of facilities would 
be designed and from time to time 
redesigned to serve only those 
communities that wish to use the 
regional service. 

F Those communities that use 
the regional facilites would be as- 
sessed for cost in proportion to the 
tonnage disposed from each com- 
munity. 

G. A total of $59 million should 
be authorized for expenditure over 
the first 10 years. This amount 
should be reduced by any State 
aid that ls recommended to be made 
available and Federal funds, 

The Planning Board did not geta 
real opportunity to study the pro- 
posals, 

Mr Gillis said, for his part, that

Selectmen’s Meeting 


The Board of Selectmen, Mon- 
day night, got around to a defini- 
tion of what type of stadium they 
would like to see in Wilmington, 

Several weeks ago when Monte 
Green spoke in the High School, 
Chairman Jim Miceli stood up to 
Say that the Board of Selectmen 
were unanimously behind the sta- 
dium, 

Monday night, at the end of the 
Selectmen’s meeting Mrs Madelyn 
McKie, Planning Board member 
and Wilmington Representative 
for the Massachusetts Area Plan- 
ning Council asked the Selectmen 
several questions about the stand 
she should take in the Thursday 
meeting of MAPC, 

Her first question was to a pro- 
posed Waste Disposal plan, (In- 
cinerators), for which she had just 
received information. With Wil- 
mington being a part of the MAPC 
the iady wanted to know how she 
should vote on such a- project, 

. Peccnan Niles said that Wil- 
miington was a part of the district 
but that the Selectmen should dis- 
courage any incinerator being 
piaced in Wilmington, a statement 
to which TM Melzar agreed. 

Selectman Boyien thought that 
the question should be turned over 
to the Board of Water & Sewer 
Commissioners, Mrs McKle told 
him the questions were beyond the 
scope of that board, 

Niles said that personally he was 
‘against’. Boylen and Miceli con- 
curred, 

Mrs McKie then said that the 
Greater Boston Stadium (Weston) 
would undoubtedly be discussed, 
and wondered if she could get the 
‘feeling of the board’, ‘I will be 
the only person from Wilmington,’ 

Miceli spoke up to say that he 
personally was in favor of a Wil- 
mington stadium, and that a year 
agothe town had voted unanimously 
to rezone for a stadium. 

Mrs McKie protested that she 
had no official statement from any 
Wilmington official or board, 

Miceli: Well, I have contacted 
Senator Ron MacKenzie, 

Mrs McKie; No town official? 

‘There was a slight pause, and 
then Niles spoke, 

4A privately built, privately op- 
erated, taxdble stadium - Iam in 
favor,’ He accented the word tax- 
able. °-- ‘By the state - Nol’ 

The Selectmen unanimously en- 
dorsed Nile’s statement, 


Gas Stations 

The greater part of the Select- 
men's meeting was taken up with 
hearings on two gas stations. One, 
on Lowell Street, proposed by the 
Humble Ol!) Company, would be at 
the corner of Bay Street (opposite 
Avco), The other gas station was 
one that John Elia proposed to build 
at the site of his store, on Middle- 
sex Avenue, for the Mobil company 

The outcome of the two hearings 
was a three to two vote to turn 
down the Elia proposal, and anun- 
animous vote to turn down the Lo- 
well Street proposal. 

Mrs Drew and Charles Black 
voted in favor of the Elia proposal 
which was to allow a larger gas 
tank capacity than the license now 
allows (2000 gallons). Miceli, 
Niles and Boylen voted against. 
Micel!’s eyebrow’s were seen to 
raise when Niles voted No, and 
Mrs Drew spoke up to say, pre- 
- sumable to Boylen, Saying in effect: 
*You’re crazy - you know he can 

us’. 

Just prior to‘the vote the Select- 
men had been talking with A Daniel 
Gillis, chairman of the Planning 
Board about a Traffic Study pro- 
posed under Federal 701 funds,

Gillis ‘had "told the board that it 
would be finished in about a year, 
and Niles observed that nlether of 
the stations should get the licenses 
they asked for until the survey had 
been completed, 

When Atty Roland Wood, who re- 
presented Elia protested that this 
might mean that the wait would be 
beyond the three year period that 
had been giverrto Elia, Niles calm- 
ly said that the Selectmen could 
extend that period, if they wished, 

Wood requested, after the vote, 
statements from the selectmen. 
He said he intended to take the 
case to the Superior Court, 


The Hearings 

The first hearing, that of the 
Humble Oil Co., started at 8:15 
and lasted about twenty minutes, 
Atty Joseph F Courtney, who re- 
presented Humble, presented, as 
he always does, a written brief be- 
fore he began the oral part of his 
presentation, 

Courtney had several abuttors 
present, who were in favor of the 
proposed gas station, one of them 
being Wilson Belbin, of the Odd 
Fellows, who have their lodge hall 
nearby. 

Courtney told the Selectmen that 
there would be a two hundred foot 
frontage to the station, that the 
land extends back two hundred feet, 
and that part of the back could be 
sued, if necessary, for parking. 

He had a traffic study, on Rte 
129 and Rte 93, and sald that in 
front of the proposed station there 
were about 4500 cars a day, 80% of 
these, Courtney said, were from 
out of town, and he argued that the 
proposed gas station would not 
hurt any local station, The opera- 
tor, he said, would be a local man 
now operating another gas station 
in town. 

Courtney also had figures from 
a study by the Boston Globe which 
showed that Wilmington, according 
to Courtney, was below a median 
on gas stations to population ratio, 

He tald the Selectmen he would 
be happy to accept any provisions 
the board might make. 


Ella’s Hearing 
The hearing for increased stor- 
age capacity at Elia’ shad attracted 
a large number of neighbors, and 
consequently was heid in the main 
part of the Town Hall, About 40 
spectators were present, 

The crowd seemed to enjoy the 
proceedings, 

Atty, Wood represented Olga 
Ella, the owner of record, He em- 
phasized that this was only a hear- 
ing for increased storage capacity 
of tanks, about the 2000 gallon li- 
cense now held by the property. 

The license, he sald, dated back 
to 1936, and on August 23, 1965 
Ela had been given by the Select-

men a stipulation that he hadthree 
years to make a decision on whe- 
ther he was going to have a gas 
station or a store. There was to 
be, at the end of the three years, 
no ‘pocket license’ Wood told the 
board, by that decision. 

Elia, he said, was having the 
presentation made because of that 
decision, 

A large picture was displayed 
of the proposed station. Wood 
pointed out that the present store 
has no sidewalk in front of it, and 
that in several ways it does not 
conform to modern facilities, 

When the gas station was built 
there would be a nice sidewalk, 
with granite curbs. The building 
would be set back from the street 
60 or 70 feet. There would be a 
twenty year lease to the Mobil 
company, 

Only two issues were involved 
according to Wood, The first was 
@ ‘proper approach’ to the gas 
station, and the second the in- 
creased capacity of the storage 
tanks, 

Wood characterized the Seiect- 
men’s vote of August 23, 1965 as 
a ‘Put Up or Shut Up’ proposition 
to Ella, and told them that Elia 
was ‘Putting Up’. He finished his 
presentation at 8:52, having spoken 
just a little short of 15 minutes, 

A petition, signed by about 50 
persons, was presented to the Sel- 
ectmen by James Winston, It was 
said to protest a ‘cluster of gas 
stations’ within 500 feet ofa school. 

When somebody said ‘another 
gas station’ Wood protested that 
this was not so, and that there had 
been a license for a gas station on 
the site for years, 
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Gillis Speaks 
A Daniel Gillis, chairman of the 
Planning Board spoke ‘unofficially’ 
although Mrs McKie, Rounds and

Gillis had as his subject: What

is Policy in relation to gas stations 
in W: ? 

He told the hearing that gas sta- 
tions were being allowea, first in 
one area, and then somewhere else, 
and eventually Wilmington will find 
itself in a much worse condition. 
Main Street, he said, was ‘Gasoline 
Alley’, 


This condition he depiored, when 
he said, ‘Wilmington was making 
a name for itself in the state, in 
residential zoning, signs, etc.” 

Gillis told the hearing that the 
Planning Board was about to start 
a traffic study, under the auspices 
of a Federal grant. 

Pointing to the three gas stations 
in North Wilmington, existing or 
proposed, Gillis went on to say 
that when the new industrial de- 
velopment was starting off Con- 
cord Street the town could expect 
applications for gas stations there, 
and down on Woburn Street, and up 
near the proposed stadium. 

‘Is it possible,’ he asked, ‘To 
have a moratorium on all gas 
Stations untfi the survey is com- 
pleted?’ 

Wood protested that Gillis had 
sat in the hearing for the Lowell 
Street station for 15 minutes with 
out saying a word, after Gillis had 
concluded, Gillis tried to speak 
again, but could not get the chair’s 
attention. 

Elia: This is not the third, nor 
the second, but the first gas sta- 
tion in North Wilmington. 

Elia wett on to say that he was 
‘deitnitely’ going to build his gas 
Station, and going to comply with 
the vote of the Selectmen ‘whether 
or not I have to haul in gasoline 
every other day!’. 

Mrs McKie spoke up to say that 
the statement by Gillis was ‘ap- 
plicable to both hearings’. 

Wood summed up by saying that 
‘There was no opposition to the 
1965 hearing - why now?’ 

The construction of the gas sta- 
tion, he said, would eliminate a 
Serious problem. The new service 
station would decrease danger to 
children in North Wilmington. 

The only issue, Wood said, was 
whether or not the Selectmen were 
Satisfied with the plot plan he had 
submitted, and ‘are you satisfied 
witn the application to increase 
gallonage?’ 

The Selectmen returned to their 
Meeting room, where the events 
first reported then took place. 


New Business 

Under New Business, which ra- 
Pidly followed the votes against the 
gasoline stations, Niles spoke to 
Say that New Hampshire cars were 
‘breaking away’ from the traffic 
Mine in front of the High School in 
the morning, when the Traffic 
Supervisors had to halt traffic,

Melzar was told to look into it. 

Niles then spoke of the previous 
discussions concerning the road- 
way into the West Intermediate 
School 

Melzar told the Selectmen that 
the Town Engineer had explored 
the records. Carter Lane had been 
accepted for 1360 feet, but not 
paved for the entire area because 
the paving went, when laid, to the 
last house. Since then the school 
had been built, and paving had been 
laid to the end of the school pro-~ 
perty. There was no private land 
involved, Melzar assured the board 


Library Wrangle 

Niles told the board that he had 
had a telephone call over the week- 
end that Christian Bachman, ofthe 
Board of Library Trustees, had 
not been reappointed. He recog- 
nized the authority of the Town 
Manager, but he would like an 
explanation, 

Miceli interupted to say that the 
appointment was solely in the jur- 
isdiction of the Town Manager. 

Niles; I would like to know, Mr 
Bachman was particularly energe- 
tic. This {s something that should 
be aired publicly. 

Boylen: This is how you lose 
Town Managers, Mr Niles. 

Niles: The Town Manager, inhis 
letter, said ‘no plans and policies’ 
and I think - 

Melzar: The facts speak for them 
selves, Three to three vote for a 
year or more.

The Parson’s Communion Set 


An article in the Boston Globe, 
on March 26th (Page 36 A) tells of 
some of the old Communion Silver, 
in New England, and deals particu- 
larly with the Communion Silver to 
be found in the Old South Church, 
in Boston, One paragraph in the 
story tells of Jeremiah Dummer 
of Newbury, the first native born 
silversmith of Massachusetts, 
whose son, William Dummer, was 
later one of the governors of Mas- 
sSachusetts, in the Colonial days, 
and who willed his farm to be a 
boys school, now Dummer Aca- 
demy, 

This paragraph may possibly be 
of significance, in connection with 
the Communion Set of the Rev. Is- 
sac Morrill of Wilmington. 

The Rev. Mr. Morrill was the 
second minister of the Congrega- 
tional Church, then, as now, the 
Church of Christ in Wilmington, 
He was a native of Newbury, and 
became the pastor of the Wilming- 
ton church on his twenty-third 
birthday, May 20, 1741.\He served 
as pastor ofthe church for 53 years 
and Nes buried under the brick 
tomb, near the Town Hall. 

A brother of William Dummer,

Samuel Dummer, was a resident 
of Wilmington, living in a house 
which stood northeast of the home 
of Dr. Charles E, Rounds, at the 
corner of Salem Street and Woburn 
Street. Samuel Dummer wasone of 
the principal inhabitants of the town 
at its founding in 1730, and served 
as Moderator at the first town 
meeting. He owned the pew which 
was just beneath the pulpit, in the 
first church building, built in 1732, 
He did not live to see the Rev, Mr. 
Morrill, a townsman of his from 
Newbury, installed as the pastor, 
for Dummer died in 1739. 

‘The Rev. Mr. Morrill was an 
ardent patriot, and served as Chap- 
lain in Chief to the Massachusetts 
forces in the siege of Ticonderoga, 
in the French and Indian War of 
1755-62. The siege lasted all win- 
ter, and Lt, Jones of Andover Street 
and a number of men under his 
command were among those who 
lost their ves in that siege. Lt. 
Jones’ home stood where the pre- 
sent Daly home now stands (not 
the same building), 

When Rev. Morrill returned 
from his service with the Massa- 
chusetts toops, he caused the silver 


pay he had received to be melted 
down and made into a communion 
set for use in his church, 

No one knows where that silver 
communion set is today. Mrs, Ar- 
thur A, Simmons, wife of the minis- 
ter in 1930, said she believed it 
was in the Boston Museum of Fine 
Arts, or in the Massachusetts His- 
torical Society, Someday, someone 
from Wilmington will have the time 
to go to those two places and ask 
questions, 

But, because of the story in the 
Boston Globe, there is another 
question as to the Parson’s Com- 
munion Silver, 

When he had the set made, did 
he go to someone who was still 
carrying on the business of Jere- 
miah Dummer, from his old home 
town of Newbury? 

It is entirely possible, 

Some day the exact whereab@is . 
of the Silver Communion Set may 
be determined, And when that hap- 
pens, the finder could also check 
the ‘Makers Marks’, 

Did the Rev, Mr. Morrill have 
his Communion Set made by a 
Dummer, from his home town of 
Newbury?
